AMENDMENTS TO THE ADMISSION PROCEDURE INTO POST GRADUATE 
AYUSH COURSES IN THE STATE OF ANDHRA PRADESH FROM THE 
YEAR ACADEMIC YEAR 2020-21.

NOTIFICATION 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Sections(1)of section 15 read with 
Section 3 of the Andhra Pradesh Educational Institutions (Regulation of Admission 
and Prohibition of Capitation Fee) Act, 1983 (A.P. Act No. 5 of 1983) the Governor of 
Andhra Pradesh hereby makes the following amendment to the Rules for admission 
into PG Ayush Courses in the colleges of Indian Systems of Medicine and Homoeopathy 
in the State of Andhra Pradesh issued G.O.Ms.No.603, HM & FW (R2) Deptt, 
Dt: 28.12.2004 and as subsequently amended from time to time and published in the 
Rules supplement to Part.|, A.P.Gazette No. , ఈర:

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AMENDMENTS 
In the said rules 


1.SHORT TITLE AND APPLICABILITY shall be substituted as follows: 


(i) These rules may be called the “Rules for admission into PG AYUSH 


courses in the colleges of Indian Systems of Medicine in the state of 
Andhra Pradesh. 


(ii) They shall apply to PG AYUSH courses in the Medical Colleges of 
Indian Systems of Medicine in the state of Andhra Pradesh. 
(iii) They shall come into force with immediate effect. 


2.NUMBER OF SEATS shall be substituted as follows: 


(i) Seats in MD courses in AYUSH Medical colleges shall be as notified by 
the Ministry of AYUSH, Govt. of India. 


3.RESERVATIONS 
Rule 3(i) shall be substituted as follows: 


(i) 15, 6 and 29% seats in each course shall be reserved for SC, ST & BC 
respectively. 


Rule 3(v) & (vii) shall be deleted. 


Rule 8 — NOTIFICATION -Shall be deleted 

RULE 10 -— ENTRANCE TEST -Shall be deleted 

RULE 11 — CONSTITUTION OF ENTRANCE TEST - Shall be deleted 

RULE 12 - CONSTITUTION OF VALUATION COMMITTEE - Shall be deleted 


RULE 9 ELIGIBILITY FOR ADMISSION Shall be substituted as follows: 


(i) The Students possessing the degree of UG AYUSH courses and have completed 
one year of internship and possess permanent or provisional registration 
certificate of the qualifying degree as per provision of IMCC 1970/HCC 1973 
Act, are eligible for admission into respective PG AYUSH Courses as prescribed 
by respective Central Council from time to time (CCIM & CCH). 


(ii) The candidates who have qualified AIA-PGET should apply to Dr.NTRUHS, 
Vijayawada for admission into PG AYUSH courses as per the Notification. 


RULE 13 MERIT LIST shall be substituted as follows 


(i) There shall be a committee appointed by Dr.NTR UHS for selection of candidate 


against Competent Authority seats as per the merit list of respective courses of 
PG AYUSH. 


(ii) The merit position of the candidates applied shall be determined basing on AIA- 
PGET Ranks and as per their eligibility. 


RULE 14 CONSTITUTION OF SELECTION COMMITTEE shal! be substituted as 
follows: 


SELECTION PROCEDURE: 


i. The admissions shall be made through Web based counseling. Dates of Web 
Options, Allotments etc., shall be announced by the University. 


ii. The selections are Specialty wise and University area wise.

As per the G.O.Ms.No.42, dt.18.05.2009 the unreserved seats will be filled first 
and then the local seats. 


Both local and non-local candidates are eligible for unreserved seats. 


First all the OC seats in a specialty in all the colleges shall be filled and then the 
reserved category seats shall be filled. 


A reserved category candidate selected under OC in a college in a specialty 
shall be permitted to slide into the same specialty to another college. The seat 
vacated shall be filled with the candidate of the same reserved category. 


As reserved category candidate selected under open competition, referred to as 
the meritorious reserved candidate (MRC), in a Specialty in a college shall be 
permitted to slide into any Specialty of any college in the state of Andhra 
Pradesh as per rule of reservation. In this process, the seat vacated by MRC 
shall be filled with candidate of same reserved category in order of merit. 


A reserved category candidate selected under OC and does not join the broad 
speciality, the said vacancy shall be treated as OC and shall be filled in the 
subsequent counseling. 


A reserved category candidate selected under OC and slides into a category 
seat in another college and does not join in the broad speciality, the seat vacant 
under OC category shall be treated as OC and the category into which he has 
slided not joined shall be treated as respective category seat in the subsequent 
counseling. 


Where a reserved category candidate slides to another college or broad 
speciality such seat vacated shall be filled by another reserved candidate of the 
same category 


Provisional Selection shall be made by the Selection Committee constituted by 
the Dr. NTR University of Health Sciences. The Selection intimation shall be 
issued specifying the date by which the candidate as to report to the respective 
college. 


Vacancies after the 1 counseling shall be filled by another counseling on the 
date notified by the University. 


The Selection Committee shall display the allocation of seats 
The following is the procedure for filling up of the unfilled SC, ST and BC seats: 


a) All SC candidates will be considered to opt the seat. 

b) The unfilled SC seats will be converted to ST. 

c) All the ST candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 
d) The unfilled ST seats will be converted to SC. 

e) All the SC candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 

f) All the unfilled seats will be converted to OC. 

g) All the BC-A candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 
h) The unfilled BC-A seats will be converted to BC-B. 

i) All the BC-B candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 
j) The unfilled BC-B seats will be converted to BC-C. 

k) All the BC-C candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 
1) The unfilled BC-C seats will be converted to BC-D. 

m) All the BC-D candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 
n) The unfilled BC-D seats will be converted to BC-E. 

0) All the BC-E candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 
p) The unfilled BC-E seats will be converted to BC-A. 
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q) All the unfilled BC-A seats will be converted to OC. 

r) All the candidates will be considered to opt the seats. 

s) A seat vacated by reserved category candidates will be 
added to the OC Category only and the seat will be filled up. 

t) The unfilled seats of OC will be converted to OC unreserved 
seats. 

u) A seat taken by a reserved category candidate under the 
reserved category and who opt for the converted OC seats, 
the seat vacated will be added to OC seats. 

v) All the candidates will be called to opt the seat irrespective 
of the Local area. A seat taken by a reserved category 
candidate under the reserved category and who opt for the 
converted OC seats, the seat vacated will be added to OC 
seats. 

w) Any seats unfilled will be treated as not filled seats. 


(xv) The Selection Committee shall have power to review the Provisional selection in 
case of any errors, mis - representation, fraud or gross injustice. In all matters 
relating to the selections and admissions, the decision of the Selection 
Committee shall be final and binding on the candidates and selections cannot 
be questioned after closure of admissions. 


SUB RULE (V) UNDER RULE 16 - ATTENDANCE shall be substituted as 
follows: 


V. Post Graduate students are eligible for maternity leave for the period as 
specified by the respective Councils/ Government of Andhra Pradesh from 
time to time. The study period will be extended to the extent of absence to 
the course. 


RULE 26 -— IN-SERVICE CANDIDATES shall be substituted as follows: 
SERVICE WEIGTAGE. 


The service candidate shall be awarded extra weightage of marks on 
length and type of service i.e., 


Rural Service - 8 % per each year up to maximum of 3 years. 
Tribal Service - 10% per each year up to maximum of 3 years. 


PREPARATION OF THE SEAT MATRIX: 


a The seat matrix will be prepared by the Committee Constituted by the 
Dr.NTR UHS, A.P., Vijayawada. 


b The seat matrix for admission in all the affiliated colleges of Dr. NTRUHS shall 
be 85% of the existing seats and remaining 15 % seats shall be under All India 
Quota (AIQ) 


The reverted unfilled All India Quota seats shall be added to open category. 
d__=The reservations to SC, ST and BC shall be 15, 6 and 29% in each Specialty in 
each University area. 


e The number of seats for SC, ST and BCs shall be maintained as per 
reservations in each specialty in each University area. 


f The 29% of seats for BC shall be distributed as BC-A-7%, BC-B-10%, 
BC-C- 1%, BC-D-7% and BC-E-4%. 
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g ‘The seats for BCs shall be allotted as per the percentage of reservation limiting 
to 29%. In determining the number of seats for each sub-group, the highest 
fraction shall be counted as one followed by the next highest one and so on. 


h The reservations for BC sub-groups shall be maintained specialty wise as far as 
possible. When a seat cannot be earmarked for a sub-group, the seat shall be 
allotted to any BC sub-group by merit. 


i When the number of seats in a specialty for BC is 1 or 2, the BC seats shall be 
allotted to any sub-group on merit. 


j When the number of BC seats in a specialty and in a college are 4 or more than 
4, at least one seat shall be allotted to each sub-group of BCs as per 
percentage of sub-group reservation. 


k The available BC Seats derived out of the total number of seats in each 
University area and in each specialty shall be allotted to the BC sub-groups as 
per the % specified for them. 


| When the number of seats earmarked for a BC sub-group are more than the 
actual seats for which they are eligible, the excess seats shall be allocated to 
the deficient BC sub-group in subsequent counseling. 


m 5% seats in a each specialty shall be reserved for differently-abled candidates 
which are horizontal reservations. The reservations to Physically challenged 
candidates shall be implemented in each category on the total number of seats 
for that category of each University area and the seats shall be rotated among 
the various specialties. 


n The unreserved seats shall be calculated specialty wise and University area 
wise and shall be limited to each institution depending upon the number of 
seats in that specialty and in that college. 


o The reservations shall also be maintained as far as possible for the unreserved 
seats also. 


p When the number of unreserved seats are 2, one seat shall be reserved under 
OC and one seat shall be rotated amongst SC, ST and BC in that order every 
year. 


q When the number of unreserved seats are more, the unreserved seats for OC 
and categories shall be rotated among the colleges every year viz. 


r When the total number of seats in all the specialties in a University are less 
than 50, one seat shall be allotted to BC-C every alternative year. 


s As the number of seats in a each specialty in each University area are less, the 
net group shall be maintained for equal distribution of seats among the various 
categories. 


t Seat matrix shall be prepared separately for Andhra University/Sri Venkateswara 
University 
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DISCONTINUATION FROM THE COURSE: 


If any candidate wish to discontinue their course, after closure of the 
admission (or) during the course of period should pay of Rs. 50000/- (Rupees fifty 
thousand only) in the form of DD drawn in favour of the Registrar, Dr.NTR University 
of Health Sciences, A.P., Vijayawada.
